Only one contested election 
had developed by noon 
Tuesday in the city, school 
and hospital elections set for 
April. Deadline for filing for 
the city and school was 
Wednesday afternoon and the 
deadline for the hospital 
district is Friday.

Hamlin Independent School 
District board of trustees. 
Sam Mack Hodges has en­ 
tered the race along with the

No contest had developed 
in the city races with Robert 
Fowler the only candidate to 
announce for mayor.

The Hamlin Chapter of the 
Distributive Education Clubs 
of America (DECA) will be 
taking part in this special 
week. 
The 
Hamlin 
program, 
under the direction of Carlton 
Taylor, has 30 high school 
students enrolled. Twenty of 
the students are working in 
various businesses in the 
community while IO are in the 
classroom phase of the 
program 
In 
issuing 
his 
proc­ 
lamation, Mayor Ford noted 
that “The marketing and 
distribution of goods and 
services are essential to the 
well-being of the citizens of 
this city, and Distributive 
Education students of our 
community are engaged in 
these vital tasks through 
part-time, on-the-job training 
in retailing and related 
businesses" 
Distributive Education is a 
vocational training program 
for students who work or 
want to work in the retail, 
wholesale and service-selling 
fields, Taylor said. 
The major objectives of 
Distributive Education are 
the developing of job skills, 
the providing of technical 
knowledge and occupational 
understanding, 
and 
im­ 
proving the judgment and 
efficiency 
of 
people 
preparing for employment, 
or who are already em­ 
ployed 
in 
the 
field 
of 
distribution. Distribution is 
the business of moving, 
storing, and selling goods 
from the producer to the 
consumer, he noted. 
Hamlin has a combination 
Co-op (Cooperative part-time 
training) and F.E.L. (Pre­ 
em ploym ent laboratory 
training) program. Coop 
students must be at least 16 
years of age, junior or senior 
classification, attend classes 
in the morning and work in 
the afternoon at a retail 
business in Hamlin; whereas, 
P.E.L. students must be a 
sophomore or junior class­ 
ification, attend classes all 
day, and part-time em ­ 
ployment experience is not 
required. 
Taylor, as the Distributive 
E d u c a t i o n 
t e a c h e r - 
coordinator, interviews and 
screens the students wishing 
to apply for the Co op 
program. If a student is 


convinced that he would like 
to choose a specific oc­ 
cupation as a career and if 
the teacher-coordinator feels 
that the student is fitted for 
the work he has chosen, he 
refers him to one or more 
employers who have ex­ 
pressed a desire to par­ 
ticipate in 
the training 
program 
The student is then in­ 
terviewed by the employer 
and upon acceptance, goes to 
work for the firm on a part­ 
time basis. The student goes 
to school during the morning, 
taking among other subjects 
required, the course in 
Distributive Education. 
During 
the 
afternoon, 
under close supervision of the 
employer, the student works 
at his training station. The 
teacher-coordinator coor­ 
dinates the training given in 
school with that received on 
the 
job, 
working 
with 
management in effecting a 
logical 
training 
pattern 
designed to give the student, 
within the two-year training

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FIFTY YEARS AGO 
(February 26, 1926) 
Monday the bankers of the Seventh 
District met in convention in Fort Worth 
with an attendance of about 700 present. 
Hamlin was well represented by both banks 
Those going from here were Tate May, 
Cashier of the Farmers A Merchants 
National Bank, L W. Ezell, Director of the 
same bank, Miss Tennie Barnett, Assistant 
Cashier and Edward Fizer. From the First 
National Bank, Assistant Cashiers, Mr. Fat 
Henry and Miss Lennie Greenway. Ac­ 
companying one part of the number were 
Messrs. Chas. H. Strauss, Glen Jones and 
John Denton who went to Fort Worth and 
Dallas on a mixed business and pleasure 
trip. 
For some time it has been known that the 
churches of Hamlin have not kept pace with 
the material progress of the town so far as 
adequate church buildings were concerned. 
While practically all the other towns in this 
section have built substantial houses of 
worship, Hamlin at the present time does 
not have a single house of worship which is 
modem and in keeping with the splendid 
growth of the town Not only are all the 
churches of the town seriously handicapped 
in carrying on the activities of the church, 
but there is no building in the town of suf­ 
ficient seating capacity for taking care of 
the people of any extraordinary occasion. 
For some time the Methodist congregation 
has had in mind the construction of a 
modem house of worship, and during the 
week a movement was launched which it is 
hoped will result in the erection of a church 
building which will be a credit to the town 
and community. The program calls for the 
tearing down of the frame building and the 
construction of a modem house of worship, 
with 
basem ent 
and 
a 
commodious 
auditorium, to cost approximately thirty- 
five thousand dollars. Several thousand 
dollars have been promised, and the co­ 
operation of the entire citizenship of the 
town and community is greatly desired in 
order to put over this worthy program. 
By order of the City Council of the City of 
Hamlin, all “Dry Closets or Privies" 
situated between Union and Farw ell 
Avenues, and 5th Street and the Orient Ry., 
are declared a public nuisance and are 
hereby condemned, and ordered removed 
from the above defined districts within 60 
days. 
All property owners within the above 
district who are not already connected with 
the City Sewer System, are requested to 
connect with same at once. 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
(March 2, 1956) 
Voters of the Hamlin Consolidated In­ 
dependent School District went to the polls 
last Saturday in probably one-fifth of their 
voting strength and approved a $150,000 
bond issue thAt would provide funds for a 
new gymnasium and band hall by a 126 to 15 
vote. 
One hundred and forty-one votes were 
cast in the day-long election held at the high 
school building. 
School officials declare that proceedings 
for the plans and specifications for the new 
structure are being rushed, and that actual 
construction on the building is hoped to get 
started by May I. If work can be started on 
that date, the building should be completed 
by December I. 
Mayor Willard Jones and three city 
councilmen, Gene Prewit, B. O. Bell and W. 
S. Seals, 
have consented to have their 
names placed on the city election ballot for 
reelection in the forthcoming Hamlin city 
election on April 7. 
The four members of the City Council are 
serving their first terms in office. 
Hold-over councilmen are A. Spencer and 
L. H. McBride, whose terms expire in April, 
1957.

to the parking lot of the county 
courthouse. He applied the sticker 
to the rear license plate — of the 
vehicle owned by the assistant 
county tax assessor-collector. 
Same make, same model, same 
color — wrong car. 
One woman received her sticker 
in the mail. She wanted to see how 
well the “stickum” on the back 
worked. She put it on the kitchen 
table. It worked fine. She scraped 
off the pieces (and part of the finish 
on the table) and returned them to 
the tax collector for replacement. 
Another woman laid her sticker 
on the kitchen table. Her young son 
picked it up and put it on his 
bicycle. 
Another motorist went back to 
his tax assessor-collector. He was 
plenty mad as he displayed a 
sticker 
amost obliterated with 
holes. “I’m having a (deleted) time 
stapling this (deleted) thing to my 
metal plate,” he fumed. The in­ 
formation “staple here” is for 
information of the tax collector’s 
office to indicate where to attach 
the sticker to the registration 
receipt. He got a new one. 
A motorist with four vehicles 
paid for four registrations. He 
applied the four stickers to the 
front and rear plates of two cars. 
Then he read the instructions. 
So a reminder or two from the 
motor vehicle Division of DHT: 
(1) Read the instructions for 
applying your sticker. The in­ 
structions are available both in 
English and Spanish. 
(2) If you louse it up, carefully 
scrape off all the sticker and put 
the pieces in an envelope. 
(3) Take the sticker pieced, with 
your registration receipt, to the 
county tax assessor-collector’s 
office or substation.
